FLOOR AND MAIL BID AUCTION. This is a public auction and mail bid sale conducted by Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. (*‘Mid- 
American’’). The auction and sale is of numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American as represented below. 


STRICTLY CASH SALES UNLESS CREDIT PREARRANGED. Auction sales are strictly for cash and lots must be paid for promptly in 
U.S. funds, unless arrangements satisfactory to Mid-American in its sole discretion for the establishment of credit have been made before 
a purchaser’s bid. All decisions concerning the extension of credit by Mid-American shall be made in Mid-American’s sole discretion. Credit 
cards such as Visa, Master Charge, Master Card, American Express, and others may not be used for payment. Bids cannot be accepted from 
those under eighteen years of age without a parent’s written consent guaranteeing prompt payment. 


BIDDER GUARANTEES PAYMENT. By bidding in this sale, whether for a corporation or as an agent for another individual or entity, 
a bidder personally guarantees prompt payment and adherence to all terms of sale. If bidding as agent, full disclosure of the principal on 
whose behalf said agent is acting shall be made to Mid-American at the time the Floor Bidder Registration form is completed. 


PURCHASE PRICE. On all successful bids as determined by Mid-American, a buyer’s charge in the amount of ten percent (10%) of the 
bid will be charged to the bidder and added to the hammer price of each lot. The bidder/purchaser agrees to pay the 10% buyer’s charge 
in addition to the amount bid and accepted, plus all mail, insurance, and shipping charges and all applicable taxes, including sales tax. 


BID RESTRICTIONS. Bids shall be for an entire lot. No lots will be broken up. Lots will be sold in their numbered sequence unless Mid- 
American directs otherwise. For the bidder’s protection, NO ‘‘UNLIMITED”’ OR **‘BUY’’ BIDS WILL BE ACCEPTED. Mid-American 
shall not be responsible for errors in bidding. 


MID-AMERICAN’S RESERVATIONS AND ABSOLUTE DISCRETION. Mid-Americn reserves the right to open a lot at a reasonable price, 
to set bidding increments as it in its sole discretion shall determine, and to withdraw any lot at any time including after the fall of the hammer.

Provided, however, if a lot, in whole or in part, is in nonconformity with the 
lot sold thereby substantially impairing its value, then, Purchaser must notify Mid-American of said damage within three days of receipt and 
no less than 30 days after the sale. Mid-American reserves the right to require payment in full before delivering any lot to the successful 
bidder. Lots not paid for in full within thirty (30) days after the sale by a bidder/purchaser shall void a purchaser’s right to return any lot(s). 
In addition, bidder/purchaser’s failure to notify Mid-American of a non-conformity within the time prescribed above shall be deemed as an 
acceptance and acknowledgement by purchaser that such lot(s) is conforming and undamaged and shall constitute a waiver by purchaser of 
any claim or right of rejection, revocation and/or rescission against Mid-American. Title to any lot remains with Mid-American and shall 
not pass to the successful bidder until the lot is paid for in full. Lots sold will be at bidder/purchaser’s risk and peril from the time of their 
delivery to a shipper or carrier and during all subsequent transportation; and purchaser shall be responsible for insuring against all risks from 
said delivery for its benefit and at its expense.

No commission is charged for 
this service. The 10% buyer’s charge, postage, insurance, sales tax and any other tax requried by law to be collected will be added to the 
invoice of any lots that are shipped to successful mail bidders. Mail bidders are requested to make their bids in whole dollar amounts only. 
Those not rounded will be rounded down to the nearest dollar. A mail bid will take [precedence over an identical floor bid unless Mid-American 
directs otherwise. When identical mail bids are received by Mid-American for a lot, preference is given to the bid first received as determined 
by Mid-American.

GRADE, CONDITION, PROOF AND SPECIMEN, OR ADJECTIVAL DESCRITPIONS, WHICH CAN AND DO VARY AMONG EX- 
PERTS. ALL NUMISMATIC PROPERTY SOLD HEREUNDER IS SOLD “AS IS’’. No lot may be returned without the prior written 
consent of Mid-American for any reason whatsoever.

1652 Massachusetts “Pine Tree” Shilling. Good (5/5). Probably 
Noe 16. This is one of the Small Planchet varieties, but this piece 
appears to have been heavily clipped at one time. The date and 
denomination are fully visible, whereas the tree is not. A great 
coin for the budget-minded collector. 


1796 Castorland Jeton. Select Proof (64/64). Restrike in Cop- 
per. Reeded edge. Struck from the original obverse die paired 
with a later reverse die. Glossy brown, with some attractive brick- 
red colorations in the fields. 


1796 Castorland Jeton. Select Proof (64/64). Restrike in Cop- 
per. Reeded Edge. Struck from the same dies as the preceding 
lot. Glossy brown, with exceptional Proof surfaces. 


A group of 1796 Castorland Jetons, with an average grade of 
Choice Proof (63/63), described as follows: Bronze Restrike with 
plain edge, and three Silver Restrikes, all with plain edge. Each 
of the coins is lightly toned, and the variety of surfaces are quite 
interesting. Two of the silver pieces are brilliant, while the third 
displays a deliberate “‘antiqued” finish. An interesting “starter set” 
of Castorland restrikes.

A date set of Connecticut Coppers, including the following: 1785 
Fine (15/15). Bust facing right. 1786 Very Fine (25/25). ETLIB 
INDE variety. 1787 Fine (12/12). Mailed Bust facing left. 1788 
Very Fine (25/25). Mailed Bust facing right. 

A total of four coins in this lot. 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Very Good (8/8). Miller 33.45-W.2, 
high Rarity 6. Although somewhat granular, this piece compares 
favorably in detail with the EF-40 Taylor piece which realized $198. 
Slightly off-center on either side, and with the heavy triangular 
break at the lower obverse. 


1788 Connecticut Copper. Very Good (8/8). Miller 6-H, Rari- 
ty 6. Fairly nicely detailed, but with surface granularity and 
roughness. The obverse shows the bulging in the right obverse field 
which characterizes this variety. A nice opportunity to acquire a 
scarce variety. 


ABOVE-AVERAGE CONTINENTAL DOLLAR 


1776 Continental Dollar. About Uncirculated (50/50). “CUREN- 
CY” variety. Boldly struck, with excellent details on both sides. 
Free of the tin-pesting which plagues the vast majority of this issue. 
Hints of original mint luster appear on either side, and the pleas- 
ing appearance of this piece would make it a nice addition to any 
Colonial cabinet. Considerably above-average for this scarce and 
popular issue. 
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1794 Franklin Press Token. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Glossy 
brown, with lustrous surfaces. Struck from an intermediate state 
of the dies, with the cud beginning to appear in the center of the 
press. The surface display an iridescent cartwheel luster which 
is seldom seen on this issue. A choice piece for the quality con- 
scious Colonial collector. 


1767 French Colonies Sou. Very Fine (35/35). Counterstamped 
RF for use in the West Indies. A lovely light golden brown color. 


1787 Fugio Cent. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). New Haven 
Restrike in Copper. Much of the original mint red luster is still 
in evidence on this exceptional coin. Some of the color has toned 
down to a delicate olive color. This piece has never been cleaned 
nor have the surfaces been brushed or had CARE applied to them. 
An outstanding example of this popular Type. 


1723 Hibernia Farthing. Very Good (10/10). DEI GRATIA REX 
legend. 


Undated Kentucky Token. Fine (15/15). Plain Edge. Olive and 
reddish tan. Evenly worn. 


1788 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (35/35). Ryder 3-A. 


1788 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (35/35). Ryder 3-A, Rari- 
ty 1. A pleasing, tan example, with lightly granular, almost matte 
surfaces. Nicely detailed and very attractive. 


1787 Nova Eborac Copper. Good (6/6). Reverse Seated Figure 
Facing Right. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Fine (15/15). Ryder 7, Rarity 2. The color 
is a chocolate brown, and the surfaces are unusually smooth for 
this issue. Evenly worn, with no serious defects, except for some 
light rim bruises at the top of the obverse and the corresponding 
area on the reverse. Actually, quite pleasing for a Vermont Copper. 
Accompanied by ANACS Certificate #CFLO73 (new color certificate). 


A buyers charge of 10% will be added to all purchases. 


18. 1760 Voce Populi Halfpenny. Extremely Fine. Without the P 
before the face. Struck on a broad planchet. Nicely struck, with 
glossy brown surfaces. Some surface dirt is hidden in the protected 
areas and a shallow pinscratch is visible on the lower obverse. A 
pleasing example of the Type. 


RARE PROOF 1795 T.A.L. TOKEN 
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19. 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee Token. Select Proof (64/64). This 
is a highly unusual example of a TAL token. We have seen a few 
Prooflike examples in the past, yet the majority of this issue is 
seen with a satiny mint luster expected on Mint State pieces. Ap- 
parently, the Prooflike pieces we have seen have been early strikes 
from the dies. This piece, however, displays a Proof brilliance 
unlike any we have seen on a TAL token of any date or variety! 
The strike is superb, with even the most minute details being clearly 
distinct even to the naked eye. When turned under a light source, 
this piece gives off a tremendous cartwheel brilliance. The sur- 
faces display a few microscopic planchet flaws (as made), but these 
are mentioned solely for the sake of accuracy. This piece must 

be seen to be appreciated! 


20. A pair of Washington Pieces, both being 1795 North Wales 
Halfpennies. Both grade Fine to Very Fine. Each piece displays 
the weakness of strike so typical of these issues (take a look at 
the GUIDEBOOK plate coin for an example). It appears as if all 
of these issues, like the 1783 UNITY STATES pieces were struck 
in such a manner as to deliberately give the impression of wear, 
leading to a wider acceptance in circulation. One coin is a lovely 
light tan color, while the other is an olive color, with somewhat 
grainy surfaces.

1795 Washington Piece. Very Fine (30/30). Another North Wales 
Halfpenny. Light tan, with pleasing surfaces. Struck on an out- 
of-round planchet. Although still weak (as expected), the striking 
quality on this coin is somewhat above average. 


1783 Washington Piece. Very Fine (30/30). The UNITY STATES 
variety. Glossy brown, and probably worth a higher grade but with 
the weakness at the rims which is evident on all known examples. 
The GUIDEBOOK illustrates very well the die striations that 
characterize this issue, although they are not so evident on this 
coin. A pleasing original example of Washingtonia. 


1783 Washington Piece. Choice Proof (63/63). Draped Bust 
Restrike in Copper. Engrailed Edge. A gorgeous, light brown 
example with olive undertones. 


1783 Washington Piece. Choice Proof (63/63). Draped Bust 
Restrike in Silver. Engrailed edge. Lightly hairlined, but with 
ample Proof brilliance in the fields and protected areas. Lightly 
toned, and quite attractive. Listed at $600 in the GUIDEBOOK. 


UNITED STATES HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 
LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1797) 


17993 About Good (3/3). Probabaly Cohen 1, Rarity 3, although 
the attribution is conditional due to the extreme amount of wear. 
The bust of Liberty is visible as are the tops of the date. Basically 
nothing else is discernible, especially on the reverse. Heavily 
marked. 


1794 Extremely Fine (40/40). Cohen 9, Rarity 2. Chocolate 
brown, with a superb obverse strike. This is the so-called “Shielded 
Hair”’ variety, which was never meant to have any hair detail in 
the first place. On this example, the hair detail is excellent and 
the only apparent wear is on the very highest point to the left of 
the ear. The reverse is somewhat weaker in strike, but the degree 
of wear seems to be minimal. Struck from a late state of the dies, 
with the die break running into the obverse cap. The only defects 
worth mentioning are some very light pin-scratches in front of 
Liberty’s face. A wonderfully outstanding example of this early 
United States issue.

27. 1795 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 1, one of the “Let- 


tered Edge” varieties. Both sides display lovely, glossy brown 
surfaces.

UNITED STATES DIMES (1796-DATE) 


408.1796 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). JR-1, Rarity 3. The obverse 
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of this lovely coin has toned to a silvery-grey color, with most 
of the original mint luster still in evidence beneath the toning. 
The reverse is even brighter, with golden highlights. Perhaps the 
true measure of a coin of this era is the degree to which it com- 
pares with our twentieth century thinking. Obviously, the Mint 
in 1796 did not have access to the high-pressure coining machines 
that we have today, nor were the die engraving and die finishing 
techniques anywhere near as advanced as they are today. Never- 
theless, the tendency is to extend modern thinking to that period, 
often unfairly. But even in the light of such unfair thinking, this 
coin meets our needs and our criteria as a Gem example. Let’s 
consider the four criteria which are used to grade coins today 
- luster, strike, eye appeal, and surface preservation. The luster 
on this piece is original and strong, particularly on the reverse. 
The strike is excellent, with full detail in the obverse stars and 
in Liberty’s hair, and on the eagle on the reverse. The overall 
eye appeal is superb! To complement the above three items, the 
surfaces have been remarkably well-preserved on a coin of this 
age. 

This die variety shows a cud which connects the first star with the rim. In addi- 
tion, two die-breaks are visible across Liberty’s bust (these are the result die failure 
and sinking in this area). The area on the reverse opposite the cud is weakly struck 
(as expected). Several light adjustment marks are seen on the right reverse. 


We expect strong competition for this coin, as it is hard to imagine a finer 
specimen! 


AWESOME 1796 DIME 


409. 1796 P.C. G.S. MS-65, JR-6, Rarity 3. An awesome example of 


this date, with creamy, lustrous surfaces and bright golden color 
on the obverse. The strike on both sides is superb, with every 
detail full and bold. The reverse is toned to a delicate sea-green 
color at the peripheries. Some weakness in the denticles is noted 
on the upper obverse and the lower reverse. Altogether, this is 
one of the finest examples known of this date, and rivals the 
Superb piece which was sold by Stacks in their 1981 sale of the 
Bareford collection. This piece is a top-notch, world-class coin 
that will be the highlight of anyone’s collection. 


Needless to say, few 1796 Dimes have been graded in Mint State, but of one’s 
that have, this is the finest and the only one to make the MS-65 grade!

JR-3, Rarity 4, the obverse is easily 
identified by the double denticle beneath the one of the date. An 
unquestionable Proof example, with brightly mirrored surfaces 
on either side. The strike is superb, with every hair and feather 
detail and denticle sharp and bold. Both sides are overlaid with 
a subtle steel toning, with hints of red-gold iridescence. The sur- 
faces appear free of any marks or defects, indicating a care in 
preservation which is seldom afforded coins of this era. This is 
a very rare coin, which should excite the specialist and Proof Type 
collector. 


Interestingly enough, the authors of the EARLY UNITED STATES DIMES 
1796-1837 book reported two proofs from these dies, but had seen neither! 


LIBERTY SEATED TYPE (1837-1891) 
Variety 1 - No Stars on Obverse (1837-1838) 


PROOF 1837 DIME 


. 1837 P.C.G.S. Proof-63. No Stars. Both sides display a steel-gold 
toning. The strike is superb, with all details full and sharp, and 
much sharper than usually seen. A few light hairlines are all that 
keep this coin out of the higher grade ranges. Actually, the grade 
of this coin is moot, since the rarity of this coin is the real issue. 
Few real Proof examples exist, and these are eagerly sought after 
because of the short life of the Type. An attractive example of 
this rarity, which should excite the serious collector. 


Variety 2 - Stars on Obverse (1838-1853)

A trifle weakly struck, and probably the only reason it didn’t grade 
MS-65. 


416. 1858 Choice Proof (63/63). A bright, Proof example of this date, 
with a light layer of iridescent steel-gold toning on both sides. 
Sharply struck, leaving no doubt as to this coin’s Proof status. A 
few light hairlines and a mark on Liberty’s knee are perfectly ac- 
ceptable for this grade. Very scarce and worth a stong bid because 
of it’s bright, original appearance. 


1858 was the first year that Proof coins were offered to the public at large by the 
United States Mint. Generally, it cost only a small surcharge over the face value 
for Proof examples, and it was possible to order individual coins rather than having 
to buy a complete set. This accounts for the difference in mintages between the 
denominatins, and also for the scarcity of the higher-valued gold coins. Wouldn't 
it be nice to own a time machine! 


417. 1859-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Lustrous, but overlaid with 
a dusky, silvery toning. Streaks of golden color run vertically across 


parts of the reverse. 
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Variety 4- Legend on Obverse (1860-1891) 


1862 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Rainbow toning greatly enhances 
the appeal of this coin. The underlying luster is satiny and bright 
and few imperfections mar the beauty of this coin. The planchet 
is lightly striated, either from polishing of the dies, or from stria- 
tions which appeared originally in the planchet. However, these 
are not distracting and actually add to the “look”’ of this coin. 
It would take considerable searching to locate a finer example than 
this, if such a coin exists. 


1864 Select Proof (64/64). Satiny, with lightly toned devices sur- 
rounded by a deeper steel color and golden highights. Full struck, 
with a pleasing appearance. Not only is this a very low-mintage 
date as a Proof, but as a business strike as well. 


1865 P.C.G.S. Proof-63. Attractively toned in steel-blue and russet 
shades. Faintly hairlined, but almost imperceptibly so. 


1865 P.C.G.S. Proof-64. Both sides display light centers which 
are surrounded by iridescent gold and steel-blue toning. Very at- 
tractive and with great eye appeal. Very nearly of Gem quality. 


1871-S Select Uncirculated (64/64). Satiny, and mostly untoned, 
with just a hint of milky-gold color. Very attractive and wholly 
original.

A glittering example, with deeply mirrored surfaces 
and gorgeous rainbow toning on either side. Although some of 
the stars are weakly struck, there is no question concerning this 
coin’s status as a Proof. The surfaces are remarkably well- 
preserved, and this coin has never been tampered with or cleaned, 
etc. An outstanding example of this great rarity.

Lilac toned obverse; untoned reverse. Lightly marked.

The reason that high-grade examples of Carson City coinages are so difficult to 
locate is because they simply don’t exist in any great quantities. Due to the remote 
location of the Carson City Mint, and the acute need for coinage in that part of 
the country, the majority of the pieces issued by that Mint ended up in circulation. 
Unlike the collectors in the Eastern United States, few collectors had the fore-sight 
to obtain and preserve choice coins from the Carson City Mint. Collectors of today 
can only be thankful for the few Gems that have survived. Naturally, Gem Carson 
City coins are held in great esteem. The ultimate price realized of this lot will reflect 
that respect.

The consignor 
has made arrangements to include with this lot an autographed 
copy of R. Duncan Mathewson III’s book entitled ‘Treasure 
of the Atocha’’ (Mathewson was the Archaelogical Director of 
the search for the Atocha). 


The Nuestra Senora de Atocha sank in a hurricane off the Florida Keys in 1622, 
and remained hidden from view until 1971, when Mel Fisher and his Treasure 
Salvors, Inc. group finally discovered the “Ghost Galleon.” Since that time many 
artifacts, coin, bullion and weaponry has been recovered - to the tune of 400 million 
dollars!

In other words, if one is not 
familiar with this date, and the way in which it normally ap- 
pears, one cannot appreciate the quality of this piece. Perhaps 
a better means of comparison would be the Akers plate coin 
itself. This example is very similar in appearance to the coin 
pictured in Akers book, and in some respects it has even more 
detail. Presumably, the Akers plate coin was the finest available 
to him at the time. That should give the reader an idea of the 
significance of this coin.

1909. 1858-C Uncirculated (60/60). Satiny and lustrous, with a pleas- 
ing green-gold color.

1810 About Uncirculated (50/50). Breen 1-A, Rarity 2, the so- 
called “Large Date, Large 5” variety. The lustrous surfaces 
display a light green-gold color. The reverse shows some very light 
planchet striations (adjustment marks?), but these are well hid- 
den in the devices.

Most 
of the original mint luster still remains in the protected areas, and 
a delicate red-gold toning may be seen on either side.

Breen 1-A (the only die variety for 
the year). Evenly worn and toned in a light, green-gold color. Ex- 
cept for a rim scrape on the reverse at K-ll, this is a pleasing, 
original example of this date. 


1987. 1813 About Uncirculated (50/50). Another Breen 1-A. This 
bright, satiny example displays most of its original mint luster. 
In fact, the appearance closely resembles many coins we have seen 
graded as Mint State, but we feel that because of some light wear 
on the high points, a grade of About Uncirculated is more ap- 
propriate.
